Over 
one cornor lay a wide board as a pro- 
tection from rains, also to furnish shade 
on a hot day. If skunks trouble, lay 
boards on the ground around the frame. 

This run should be moved every few 
days to give a fresh place, and if it is on 
g'ass, gravel must be thrown in on the 
turf broken so that the chickens can get 
it for themselves. I once put a fine lot 
of Plymouth rocks on a grass plot and 
moved the frame every day, to give tliein 
fresh grass. Iu spite of the best possible 
care they all died and it whs some time 
before I found that the trouble was a 
lack of gravel. If the hen is"with the
